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PREFACE 


Hiis  series  of  monthly  reports  is  hased  on  information  obtained  in  a 
cooperative  project  financed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  by  the  dairy  industry  throu^  the  Anerican  Daiiy  Association.  Ihe 
Department  funds  are  provided  \mder  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  1946. 

Reports  in  this  series  covering  the  months  April  1954  throu^  March 
1956  showed,  estimates  of  household  purchases  and  related  information  for 
butter,  cheese,  nonfat  di^^  inilk,  end  margarine.  Starting  April  1956, 
coverage  was  changed  to  includa  data  on  fluid  whole  milk  and  fluid  skim 
milk  products  in  ad.dition  to  butter.  Ihe  coverage  on  margarine  and  nonfat 
dry  milk  was  resumed  starting  April  1957* 

The  basic  data  presented  herein  were  collected,  by  the  Market  Research 
Coiporation  of  America  from  its  Rational  Consumer  Panel  and  were  tabulated 
by  it  under  contract  with  the  Department.  The  data  are  ba.sed  on  reports 
from  a sample  of  approximately  6,000  families  reporting  weekly  in  pre- 
printed diaries  on  their  purchases  of  food.  Data  on  butter  and  m.argarine 
prior  to  April  1954  were  based  on  a sample  of  about  4, 3OO  families  and 
were  statistically  adjusted  to  the  level  reported  from  the  6,000  family 
sample .

FLUID  MILK  y 

Total:  Purchases  of  fluid  milk  ("vdiole  and  skim)  reached  a record  level 

for  this  series  in  4 weeks  in  January  1958*  Householders  bou^t  about  1,285 
million  quarts  of  fluid  milk  for  home  use  in  the  28-day  period,  compared  with 
1,240  million  quarts  in  the  corresponding  period  in  January  1957^  an  increase 
of  over  3*5  percent. 

Accompanying  the  high  level  of  purchases  was  a 2-percent  gain  in  per 
capita  buying*  2/  Consumers  bou^t  7*7  quarts  of  fluid  milk  per  person  in 
the  28-day  period  reported  for  Janviary  1958* 

The  proportion  of  all  families  buying  any  fluid  milk  rose  to  a new  peak 
of  87  percent  in  January  1958  compared  with  84  percent  a year  earlier*  y 

Flixid  whole  milk:  Householders  bou^t  more  whole  milk  per  person  and  a 

larger  total  volume  in  January  1958  than  during  any  other  28- day  period  in 
this  series  of  reports  covering  the  1954-55^  1958- 57^  and  1957-58  (to-date) 
dairy  marketing  years.  4/  Ohe  l,2l6  million  quarts  of  whole  milk  bought  in 
January  1958  was  almost  4 percent  above  the  1,173  million  quarts  bou^t  in 
January  1957*  Per  capita  purchases  were  up  2 percent  in  January  1958  from 
the  earlier  period. 

Consximers  paid  an  average  price  of  23*8  cents  per  quart  for  fliiid  whole 
milk  in  January  1958,  an  advance  of  a half  cent  from  a year  earlier.  About 
85  percent  of  all  families  made  one  or  more  fl\iid  whole  milk  purchases  during 
the  month,  compared  with  less  than  82  percent  in  Janiiary  1957* 

In  January  1958,  purchases  of  whole  milk  in  larger- than-quart- size 
containers  continued  to  reflect  gains  at  the  expense  of  the  volume  bou^t  in 
single  quarts*  Almost  half  of  the  total  volume  of  whole  milk  purchased  for 
home  use  was  in  the  larger  containers  this  January  compared  with  42  percent 
in  January  1957  and  29  percent  in  January  1955*

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Bie  volume  of  whole  milk  purchased  in  half- gallon  containers  has  risen 
every  month  (28- day  periods)  since  May  1957*  Each  monthly  purchase  estimate 
reported,  beginning  in  JUly  1957j  bas  established  a new  high  in  this  series. 
During  January  1958^  householders  bou^t  509  million  quarts  of  whole  milk  in 
half-gallons,  nearly  one-fourth  more  than  a year  earlier. 

January  1958  purchases  of  whole  milk  in  gallon  containers  also  reflected 
a substantial  incj:^ase — 14  percent — over  January  1957*  In  contrast,  purchases 
in  quart- size  units  declined  nearly  10  percent. 

Consumers  paid  more  for  whole  milk  during  January  1958  thsua  in  Janxiary 
1957  regardless  of  container  size.  The  price  paid  per  quart  for  whole  milk 
purchased  in  single-quart  containers  was  25.6  cents,  up  1.1  cents  per  quart 
from  January  1957;  half-gallon  and  gallon  prices,  at  22.5  and  19«3  cents  per 
quart  equivalent,  respectively,  reflected  advances  of  0.3  cent. 

Fluid  skim  milk;  Purchases  of  skim  milk  for  home  use  in  Janxiary  1958 
were  estimated  at  70  million  quarts,  up  4 percent  from  January  1957*  ^ Per 
capita  purchases  of  skim  milk  items  in  January  1958  were  0.h2  quart,  about 
the  same  as  a year  earlier,  but  up  nearly  2k  percent  from  January  1955* 

Householders  bou^t  7^  percent  of  their  total  skim  milk  products  in 
single-quart  units  in  January  1958,  practically  unchanged  from  a year  earlier. 
About  2^  percent  of  the  q\iantity  purchased  was  in  half-fflllon  containers, 
while  2 percent  was  bou^t  in  gallon  containers.  Con5)ared  with  a year  earlier, 
the  volume  of  fluid  skim  items  bou^t  in  quart  and  half- gallon  containers  was 
greater  while  that  pvirchased  in  gallon  containers  was  smaller. 

Householders  in  this  survey  paid  19*9  cents  per  quart  for  fluid  skim 
milk  in  January  1958,  compared  with  19*^  cents  in  Janxiary  1957*  Average 
prices  paid  were  hi^er  than  a year  earlier  for  fluid  skim  items  in  quarts, 
about  the  same  in  half- gallons,  but  lower  in  gallons.  In  January  1958, 
consumers  paid  20.6  cents  per  quart  for  fluid  skim  items  in  sin^e-quart 
containers,  l8.0  cents  in  h€lf- gallon  containers,  and  12. If  cents  in  gallon 
containers. 

NONFAT  DRY  MILK 

In  January  1958,  householders  bou^t  a record  15*7  million  pounds  of 
nonfat  dry  milk  compared  with  12.9  million  poimds  2 years  earlier,  a gain  of 
22  percent.  Accompanying  the  hi^  level  of  purchases  was  a substantial  in- 
crease in  i>er  capita  buying.  Purchases  per  1,000  capita  rose  from  80  pounds 
for  the  28-day  period  in  January  1956  to  a new  series  hi^  of  9^  poxmds. 

^ Fluid  skim  includes  skim,  fortified  skim,  buttermilk,  and  flavored  milk 
drinks. 
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T3ie  average  size  of  purchase  of  nonfat  dry  milk  increased  nearly  l8 
percent,  from  21  ounces  in  January  1956  to  almost  25  ounces  in  January  1958> 
to  equal  the  previous  hi^o  Consumers  paid  4l  cents  per  pound  for  nonfat  dry 
milk  in  January  1958,  down  sli^tly  from  the  previous  month,  but  1.4  cents 
hi^er  than  the  January  1956  price. 


BUTTER 

In  4 of  the  past  5 months  the  volume  of  butter  purchased  for  home  use 
has  been  smaller  than  that  bou^t  in  the  comparable  month  (28  days)  of  the 
previous  year.  During  January  1958  householders  purchased  6j  million  pounds 
of  butter,  down  about  3 percent  from  the  69  million  pounds  bou^t  a year 
earlier. 

For  the  seventh  successive  month  (July  1957- January  1958)  both  the 
proportion  of  families  buying  butter  and  the  quantity  purchased  per  person 
reflected  declines  compared  with  the  same  month  in  the  1956-57  dairy  marketing 
year.  Per  capita  butter  purchases  for  the  7-month  period  averaged  3 percent 
below  a year  earlier.  Consumers  paid  71«6  cents  per  pound  for  butter  in 
January  1958,  compared  with  70*8  cents  a year  ago. 

MARGARINE 

United  States  householders  bou^t  about  II3  million  pounds  of  margarine 
in  January  1958,  approximately  I3  percent  more  than  2 years  earlier.  Both 
the  proportion  of  families  buying  margarine — 63«4  percent — and  the  quantity 
pixrchased  per  person — 0.68  poxmd — were  hl^er  in  the  28-day  period  this  year 
than  2 years  earlier.  Per  capita  purchases,  up  9 percent  from  January  1956, 
were  at  the  hipest  rate  reported  for  any  January  in  this  series.  This  was 
also  true  for  the  proportion  of  families  buying,  idiich  was  nearly  4 percentage 
I)oints  hi^er  than  in  January  1956. 

Ihe  price  paid  for  margarine  in  January  1958  averaged  26.1  cents  per 
pound,  compared  with  24.4  cents  in  the  comparable  month  2 years  ago.
